Food supply below last 
year, but above normal 


Selection important 
in overseas packages 


The over-all food supply for ci­ 
vilians this year will be from five | 
to seven percent smaller, on a per 
capita basis, than last year’s record 
consumption, according to the W ar 
Food Administration, but it will be 
about two to four percent above 
the average level in 1935-39. 
The 
reduction comes largely in supplies 
o f pork, lard, butter, other fats 
'a n d oils, sugar, and canned fish. 
Smaller supplies of 
these 
foods 
greatly increase the problems in­ 
volved 
in 
their 
distribution 
throughout the 
country. 
Larger 
non-civilian requirements than 
iii 
1944 are in prospect this year for 
canned fruits and vegetables, evap­ 
orated milk, and chicken, so sup­ 
plies of these foods may be some­ 
what shorter. 
Among the items in 
larger supply for civilians than last 
^ year are eggs, fluid 
milk, 
skim 
milk by-product-, commercial sup­ 
plies of some 
fresh 
vegetables, 
canned fruit juices, fresh arui froz­ 
en fish, and the grain 
products, 
with the exception of rice in some 
areas. 
Demand for some of these 


will he stronger, 
especially 
for 
egg*. 
With damage to some Midwes­ 
tern fruits by freezes this spring, 
the fact that the Southern peach 
crop is expected to be a bumper 
one this year, is welcome 
news. 
Supplies of peaches, watermelons, 
and cherries are increasing on lo­ 
cal fruit stands, and the first of 
this season’s plums have also come 
in. 
There are some strawberries 
and pineapples to color the fruit 
bowl at this time, if at rather high 
cost. Citrus fruits will provide the 
m ajor part of the fresh fruit sup 
ply until late June, however, when ican 
other fruits become more import­ 
ant in the supply picture. 
Asparagus from nearby Illinois 
and Indiana sections has been fair­ 
ly plentiful this week.

Female mosquitoes are 
the obnoxious kind 


There are many different kinds 
of mosquitoes. 
Of the 135 species 
found in the United States, 32 have 
been found in Cook County and 22 
of these are most common. 
We 
do not have the yellow' fever mos­ 
quito but we lo have a few of two 
species of the Anopheles mosquito 
which transm its malaria. 
These 
are recognized by 
their 
spotted 
wings and the tipped-up position 
of the body when resting—perpen­ 
dicular to whatever surface 
upon 
1 which it clings, as if it were stand­ 
ing on its head. 
So far, cases of malaria have oc­ 
cur; cd rarely in Cook County and 
mosquito abatement has been con­ 
ducted largely because mosryuitoes 
. are a serious nuisance. Mosquitoes 
■ are annoying because of the bites 


which hurt swell and itch. 
The male mosquito cannot bite* 
He feeds on the juice of plants. 
He can be recognized by his bushy, 
plume-like antennae, 
or 
feelers, 
which serve as ears to hear 
the 
song of the females. 
Each species 
has its own song, produced by an 
apparatus at the base of the wings. 
The female has sr!m, simple an­ 
tennae and 
is equipped with 
a 
high-speed drill for boring through 
the skin of humans and other ani­ 
mals. 
Through 
it she pumps a 
‘ poison” to keep blood from coagu­ 
lating. through it she sucks that 
blood which she must have to fill 
her abdomen 
in order th at her 
eggs may 
develop.

“poison” which causes the bite to 
swell and itch.

50 kwf units. All are capable of de­ 
livering programs with great ef­ 
fectiveness. In each station the two 
50 kw transm itters

grammed together so that they op­ 
erate as two voices carrying the 
same program whije the 
200 kw’ 
transm itter carriers 
still another 
program with its 
vastly greater 
power. 
It is possible to send out 
the same pogram simultaneously 
on all three transm itters of each 
station, at their different frequen­ 
cies to forestall jamming by the 
enemy. 
No other broadcast stations in 
the world will have high frequency 
transm itters so 
powerful as the 
West Coast pair, with the single 
exception of the 200 kwr Bethany 
Transm itter, operated by the Cros­ 
ier 
Company 
for 
CWI, 
w7hose 
vacuum tubes also were built by 
Federal Telephone. 
The facilities of these OWI sta­ 
tions will be shared by the Armed 
Forces Radio Service, and the Of­ 
fice of Inter-American Affairs. 
The broadcast w arfare against 
the Japanese will penetrate the 
homeland and all points held by the 
enemy from Manchukuo to the ex­ 
treme South Pacific. 
In their performance the tran s­ 
m itters will be virtually alike. Op­ 
erating at high frequencies desig­ 
nated by the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission, 
they will 
be 
heard, by means of directional an­ 
tennas, with greater strength far 
mto enemy-held territories of the 
Pacific and Asia, as well as all of 
South America.

A 1945 “green thum b” contest 
for Illinois victory gardeners, with 
$950 in w ar bonds as state prizes, 
the winners of which will be eli­ 
gible to compete for $2,400 in war 
bonds as national prizes, was an ­ 
nounced by the Illinois W ar Coun­ 
cil’s victory gardens committee. 
Lester J. Morris of St. Charles, 
chairman of the committee and of 
the National Victory Garden Insti­ 
tute, said “the contest is to stim ­ 
ulate planting of victory gardens 
and preservation of their products, 
both of which will be needed in 
1945 more than in any 
previous 
war year.” 
The contest, he said, 
will follow’ the pattern 
of 
last 
year’s green thumb competition. 
State prizes in the adult division, 
Norris said, will be: grand prize, 
$200 w’ar bond; industrial and home 
garden first prize winners, $100 
bond each; industrial and 
home 
garden second prize winners, $50 
bond each. 
State youth awards will be 
as 
follows in both high school and 
elementary school divisions; first 


prize, $190 war bond; second, $5r 
bond; third, $25 bond, and $19 ii 
war stamps to each of five honor­ 
able mentions. 
Winners in the state adult con­ 
test will compete for the following 
national awards: grand prize, $1,- 
990 war bond; home 
gardeners, 
first 
prize, 
$250 
bond; 
second 
prize, $50 bond; company garden­ 
ers, same prizes as home garden­ 
ers. 
In the youth divisions there will 
be one national award of a $500 
bond to the grand winner, and in 
both divisions there will be $104 
bonds to first, and $50 bonds to 
second prize winners. 
Each state prize winner, adult 
and youth, will receive a special 
silver medal.

Now laundry m arks are aiding 
the police and FBI in tracing crim­ 
inals. 
Often 
the 
law 
breakers 
leave no other clues behind than 
such scant ones as handkerchiefs, 
shirts, and similar personal linens. 
But the laundry m arks found on 
such washable® often identify the 
criminal and bring him to justice. 
One murdered person in 
New 
^ ork state was so badly burned 
that the victim could not be rec­ 
ognized. 
But a piece of charred 
clothing indicated the presence Of 
an indelible mark of the type us­ 
ed in laundry and cleaning plants, 
a police lieutenant discovered. The 
bit of fabric was treated and the 
number became visible. The police 
official looked up his vast collec­ 
tion of laundry marks and found 
the symbol. 
He paid the plant a 
visit, where the name and address 
of the unidentified 
victim 
w*ere 
readily found in the records. 
Be­ 
fore long the m urderer was in the 
hands of the law. 
Originator of the ingenious bur- 
“au of laundry marks is Lieuten- 
int Adam Yulch, of the Nassau 
County, Long Island, New York, 
police. 
Over a period of several 
years he has enlarged his files 
until now they contain more than 
250,000. 
Lt. Yulch’s laundry mark 
identification 
bureau 
has 
been 
found so valuable in apprehending 
criminals that many police depart­ 
ments throughout the country have 
adopted similar methods. 
Laundries are cooperating with 
police departm ents in helping au­ 
thorities 
compile 
collections 
of 
laundry symbols. Thus the inno­ 
cent laundry mark, used in iden­ 
tifying the oW’ners of linens, 
has 
been turned by law-enforcing agen­ 
cies into an effective tool for trac­ 
ing criminals. 
Another crime solved by 
thi s 
method wras an eastern bank rob­ 
bery in June of 1936. 
The only 
clue wTas an article of 
clothing 
which had been left on the scene 


by tile law’ breakers— an identified 
garment. 
This led Yulch to the 
plant that had issued the m ark— 
and gave him the idea for this 
bureau. 
Three months later the 
robbers were apprehended. 
Be­ 
cause the complete files make quick 
identification possible, the bureau 
has proved a great time saver ii 
solving baffling cases. 
The same method has success­ 
fully solved hundreds of crimes 
It has tracked down OPA viola­ 
tions, suicide and arson cases, anc 
other crimes which had previously 
baffled the authorities. 
The bur­ 
eau is said to be the most com­ 
plete one of its kind iii the world. 
A symbol printed in indelible ink 
on a shirt neckband may lead di­ 
rectly to the hide-out of a law 
breaker. 
Occasionally police de­ 
partm ents appeal to laundry trade 
magazines, 
which 
publish 
the 
m arks of “wanted” persons. 
The 
reproduced symbols are then post­ 
ed in laundries, where alert oper­ 
ators may recognize the laundry 
of a fugitive from justice.

Our squadron had a record of sink­ 
ing 6 subs, though I was never 
aboard any of the planes to those 
actions.

Most subs refused to 
I submerge, and subject themselves 
to a merciless

of 
depth 
charges. 
Instead they’d stay

“ It was plenty 
hot in 
NataL 
though the dry heat was o. k. after 
you were used to it.

You can see every color of the rain­ 
bow around you, with some build­ 
ings even painted in stripes. 
“ I visited Rio de Janiero on a 5- 
day leave and found it a rich m an’s 
paradise. 
It is one of the most 
| modern cities I’ve ever seen. There 
are loads of night clubs around, 
I plus the famous Copacabana beach. 
That was the most popular resort 
there. 
It sure was luxury living 
in Rio those five days. We hit all 
the night spots, but found it strict­ 
ly a town for rich men. 


Move to England 


“A fter 6 months at Natal we 
moved on to England, where

I 
liked England, in spite of the fog.

It’s a beautiful country and 
was a great change from South 
America. 


20 years behind 


“ I saw many of the big cities in 
| England and feel I know the geog­ 
raphy there about as well as I do 
} here. 
Most of the damage of the 
early raids of the Nazis has been 
cleaned up. 
But here and there 
> you come upon an entire corner 
] leveled, and realize the force of air 
power. 
“One opinion I did form about 


j the English people is that they are 
just 20 years behind the U. 
S. 


They’re all friendly, however, and 
seem content without many of our 
so called modern luxuries. 
“We saw some of France while 
over there, especially Paris. We’d 
often land at some French airport 
when the fog closed in over the 
home field. 
But our trip to Paris 
was tops. 
It was just after V-E 
day when air tours were arranged 
to the continent. 
“ I visited Paris and saw every­ 
thing you’ve ever read about— Eif­ 
fel Tower, Arc de Triomphe, Notre 
Dame, etc. 
One nice thing about 
Europe is seeing all the historic 
spots you’ve read about while going 
to school. 
In England, especially, 
we saw some churches 800 years 
old. 
Practically every city there 
had been touched by the fury of 
Nazi air raids. 
But, miraculously, 
many of the historic spots were un­ 
damaged.

Don was wounded April 16 when

shrapnel. 
“I had moved out of my foxhole 
in the morning to see whether I 
had killed any Japs during the 
night after throwing hand gren­ 
ades at rustling noises. 
I stood 
there looking at the dead 
Nip, 
when the shell landed behind me. 
“Next thing I knew I was on 
the ground and my arm was brok­ 
en in two places. 
I came to and 
saw a captain nearby who was hit 
by the same burst of 
shrapnel. 
However, he lost both feet, so I felt 
plenty lucky. 
“We had moved in on Okinawa 
two weeks before and advanced to 
this particular ridge. 
We never 
moved beyond this point as the 


enemy had us pinned down for B 
days. 
“But I got all I wanted in those 
two weeks there on Okinawa. With 
shells whizzing overhead I had my 
fill, and hope I don’t have to go 
through any more of it. 
You’re 
not scared when you’re up there, 
you’re just terrified. 
“The Nips were ahead of 
us 
throwing shells behind 
us. 
We 
could see many of them go over, 
waiting and hoping none of them 
would drop on our positions. 
The 
Nips never did hit anything in the 
valley behind our ridge, as there 
was nothing there, except aid men, 
and they escaped injury. 
“Oddest sight was the special 
Jap 
bombs 
th at 
would 
float 
through the air. 
They were al­ 
most self-propelled, you might say. 
They’d move so slow you could 
see them coming. 
But what an 
explosion! 
They’d leave a crater 
8 to IO feet deep and throw up 
all kinds of rocks, dirt, etc.

Memorial Day in Tripoli! Lt. Roy 
Bedell of Prospect Heights writes 
his week from Libya, where he 
ooh part in honoring America’s 
dead who fell on the 
plains 
of 
Africa. 
He speaks of Memorial 
Day, the most memorable day of 
ais life. 
‘ With the advent of V-E day in 
Europe, business has picked up in 
the Air-Passenger end of the Ar­ 
tly. 
Everyone, of course, is buzz- 
ng about the point system for sur­ 
plus forces, but on the 
day the 
Germans finally surrendered we 
.cere shown a film, ‘Two Down and 
One to Go,' in which we were in­ 
formed that the ATC has no aur­ 
ous. 
That, needless to say, ends 
my extreme consternation over the 
joint system. And as the favorite 
G.I. saying goes, ‘Brother, you’ve 
had IT.’ 
“Memorial day here this year 
will forever live in 
my memory, 
and never will ! be able to think 
ot that day as a holiday for 
waving. Here the sands were blow­ 
ing free and the cool sea breeze 
fluttered 
the 
green 
date-palm 
leaves, as a long line of vehicles 
threaded their slow, tedious way 
»ver a rough, ancient Libyan Via 
to the desert bier of the American 
dead. 
“Our hearts were closely linked 
to the bondage of those who died 
so recently in World War II—they 
alone form a chain of unending 
woollen 
crosses 
across 
Europe, 
North Africa, India, Burma, and 
the jungle islands and coral atolls 
of the South Pacific. And fathoms 
deep mixed with the salt of the 
seven seas, the bonds extend to 
birdie the globe—let none forget 
hat the earth is theirs, that our 
freedom was purchased from the 
Shylocks of the Axis, not by mere­ 
ly one pound of flesh. 
“I p through Tripoli, 
past the 
grim monuments of iron and steel, 
ghost 11kt* hulks looming out from 
the sea, the ships 
with 
gigantic 
jagged holes in their sides, tori> 
amidships by the screaming shells! 
which made dust of some and rav­ 
ing idiots of others—the long line 
of (i. I., canvas covered trucks fil­ 
tered through the winding, tortu­ 
ous streets, each loaded with sol; 
(liers to honor soldiers, sworn to 
carry on for thev who fell. 


“Ragged Arabs astride their don­ 
keys, brown 
urchins 
with their 
shine boxes slung over the bony 
shoulders, heavily cloaked, masked 
maidens with broad, woven baskets 
atop their black beaus, 
and 
fat, 
greasy women bargaining among 
the onions and garlic of the mar 
ket, all gave way to the proces­ 
sion as it passed from the palms 
to the awakening seaport, out the 
black Casted Benito road, and on 
oxei the hills to the rock-bound 
passage to a field of flags and 
crosses. 
‘ These are the footnotes of his­ 
tory which we must prepare to be 
read by our loved'children, dread 
footnotes of a naked past to be 
read in ne ace fill schoolrooms* 
At a snail’s pace we moved over 
the rocks, while donkeys brayed 
and lunged down steep inclines at I 
either side, drawing the leather! 
buckets of water from within the 
bowels of the 
earth, liquid to I 
quench the thirst of the sands and 
water the gardens. A drove of un-1 
kempt camels stampeded with our 
oncoming, bolting their loads of 
bound sheaths of sedge, bags of;

j Blent has announced from “Some­ 
where Inside Germany" that Pvt. 
Leonard Weidner, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Theo Weidner, Rt. I, Box 254, 
Palatine, has been awarded 
the 
Presidential Citation Ribbon 
for 
outstanding 
service 
in 
combat 
against the enemy in Germany. 
I o add to the number of Battle 
Honor “Firsts" already credited to 
the First Battalion, 36th Armored 
Infantry Regiment of the 
Third 
Armored 
“Spearhead", 
Division, 
this veteran armored infantry un­ 
it under the Command of 
Lieut. 
Col. William R. Orr, Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, recently became the 
first Battalion within the Division 
to receive a Presidential Citation. 
The First Battalion was 
cited 
for outstanding performance of du­ 
ty in action against the enemy in 
the engagement in September 1944 
which has already entered 
the 
pages of Division history and gave 
the I bird Armored Division 
the 
distinguished honor of being the 
first Allied Unit to 
breach 
the 
Siegfried Line and helped to give 
the Division its now famous name, 
“Spearhead". 
I he 1st Battalion, 36th Armor­ 
ed Infantry Regiment, on 12 Sep­ 
tember 1944 was assigned the mis­ 
sion of supporting an armored task 
force in its drive to smash the de- 
;enses 
of 
the 
Siegfried 
Line. 
Anti-tank obstacles retarded 
the 
progress of armor, and the battal­ 
ion was 
committed 
to 
overrun 
strongly fortified defensive posi­ 
tions overlooking the obstacles. In 
two days of fierce fighting against 
a determined enemy the 1st Bat­ 
talion, 36th Armoried Infantry Reg­ 
iment succeeded in 
overpowering 
enemy defenses and 
penetrating 
the first fortified belt of the ‘west 
wall*.

“Over difficult terrain overlook­ 
ing the second fortified belt this 
fighting force then attacked 
to 
I force a bridgehead through 
the 
| second 
belt 
of 
dragon's 
teeth. 
V igorous hostile action was coun­ 
terbalanced by an insuperable urge 


j to close with and destroy the en­ 
emy wherever found. Against tre­ 
mendous odds the battalion suc­ 
ceeded in establishing a bridgehead 
and for three days repulsed vigor­ 
ous enemy counterattacks launch­ 
ed against it in an effort to break 
the battalion's foothold north of 
the dragon’s teeth on critical ter­ 
rain. 
“On 18 September 1944, after in­ 
fantry elements on the left 
and 
right failed to advance, the first 
Battalion was given the vital mis­ 
sion ol withdrawing from its sa­ 
lient and attacking the strongly 
fortified town of Munsterbusch. 
Its fighting spirit undimmed, the 
1st Battalion withdrew under pres­ 
sure, launched the assault. 
The 
enemy poured deadly fire into its 
ranks inflicting severe losses on 
the attackers. 
The enemy fought 
savagely which often resulted in 
hand-to-hand combat. 
“Despite enormous losses incur­ 
red in this offensive the 1st Bat­ 
talion allowed the enemy no re­ 
spite. 
Defending the town Itub- 
burnly the enemy employed tank, 
mortar, artillery, 
and 
automatic 
weapons fire and fanatically held 
their positions until either killed or 
overpowered by unrelenting pres­ 
sure. 
During 
the 
period 
i‘2-22 
September 1944 the 1st Battalion 
demonstrated 
extraordinary hero­ 
ism, exhibited gallantry, determin­ 
ation and espirit de corps in over­ 
coming unusually difficult and haz­ 
ardous conditions. The unconquer­ 
able spirit displayed by the 1st Bat­ 
talion, 36th Armored infantry Reg­ 
iment in attack missions against 
important objectives made possi­ 
ble more deadly blows against the 


enemy on German soil." 
Following the presentation 
of 
the Distinguished Unit Badge to 
Lieut. Col. Orr and the tying of 
the citation streamer to the Bat 
talion Guidon, General Doyle 
O. 
Hickey, Commanding General 
of 
the Third Armored 
“Spearhead" 
Division in his remarks to the unit 
pointed out that every man who

Distinguished

Bray likened the soil to a fac­ 
tory with the plant nutrients as 
the raw materials. 
He added that 
“using up raw m aterials is what a 
j factory is for, as one cannot get 
production without using raw ma- 
; terials. 
“Too many farm ers view the soil 
not as a factory, but as an inex- 
> haostible source of supply of these 
1 raw materials, the plant nutrients. 
T he soil does have a large Supply 


j of these available nutrients, but we 
| have been using them at a fast 
irate; and if we wish to maintain 
I high yields, we must maintain or 
j build up a high level of the avail- 
lable nutrients. 
f 
'T h a t means we must use fer­ 
tiliz e rs of one kind or another, de­ 
pending on the soil’s need for them, 


j 
Mn the long run, it L more eco­ 
nomical to maintain soil fertility 
than to deplete it and then try to 
I build it hack.”

Now is time

ture, says this practice of jerking 
| out the sprouts is especially de- 
; si rabic in commercial apple 
or- 
J chards where it is difficult to ob­ 
tain labor for pruning operations. 
W ater sprouts are vigorous ver­ 
tical shoots from the base of a 
j branch or at the edges of a pruning 
wound. 
Usually these sprouts are 
cut out at the time of the regular 
! dormant pruning in late winter or 
| early spring, Kelley said. 
The horticulturist asserted that 
water sprouts jerked out will not 
reappear at the same location l>e- 
cause no buds are left at the base 
for new shoots.

Keep litter 
dry to avoid 
chick diseases 


The unusually wet spring pre­ 
sents a health hazard to the young 
poultry flock by making an out­ 
break of coccidiosis more possible, 
states a report from the depart­ 
ment of animal pathology and hy­ 
giene at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Birds two to *ix months of age 
may become infected if kept under 
conditions which favor the develop­ 
ment and spread of the 
parasite 
causing the disease. One symptom 
indicating the presence of the dis­ 
ease is a bloody diarrhea. 
Even 
in mild form, the disease causes 
considerable numbers 
of 
deaths 
among young chicks and 
general 
unthriftiness in growing pullets. 
Deep litter in the brooder house 
is recommended by 
the 
Illinois 
veterinarians as a simple and re! 
atively effective measure in con­ 
trolling serious outbreaks. 
Chop­ 
ped straw, shavings or sawdust five 
to eight inches deep in the brooder 
house may be used, and if kept 
dry the house need not ne cleaned 
out during the time the birds are 
kept in. The parasite causing coc- 
sidiosis may be diluted by stirring 
the litter daily and by adding more 
litter material. 
Especially should the area about I 
feeders and waterers be kept from J 
becoming wet and sloppy, for it is 
here that the birds are in closest 
contact with each other. 
Deep dry I 
litter should be maintained until 
j 
the birds are turned out on range, 
j 
Clean, dry brooder houses and 
a well-drained clean range are the J 
best protection from the disease,! 
though experiments are being car­ 
ried on to develop medicines that j 
will cure it. 
Preventive measure ! 
are better than medicine, the v e t-1 
erinarians state. 
In cases where coccidiosis is sus- j 
peeled, diagnosis should be o b tain -1 
ed &nd veterinary advice sought as 
to the most effective curative and 
control measures.

night it is brisk and cold enough 
for a field jacket after 5:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

The rest of the day is 
nice, almost hot but not uncomfort­ 
able, as the temperature drops to 
50 degrees at night and rises to 80 
degrees or so during the daytime.

When dry, it turns 
to powder, making it impossible to

“This is, of course, a coral is­ 
land and quite natura’ly it boasts 
some exquisite formations through­ 
out the area.

New postal rules require Navy,.Marine and Coast Guards­ 
men overseas to present a written request for the paper upon 
expiration of their present subscription. 
After July I, no FPO 
subscription can be renewed unless a written request is on 
hand* at the publication office. 


WUS cannot stress too strongly the hardship this rule is 
going to have upon many servicemen. 
Many of the boys 
haven't bothered to send a request for renewal to the pub­ 
lishers and v/ill miss future issues of the paper. 
In some 
cases, where patriotic organizations sustain cost of subscrip­ 
tions, the FPO boys will still miss their paper for lack of re­ 
quest. 


Best answer to the above problem is to have all FPO men 
write their requests IMMEDIATELY. V/US will keep them on 
file until subscriptions expire. 
Also, families of all FPO men 
are urged to bring in letters with requests included. 
Such 
letters are acceptable, but must be kept on file at the office. 
One last chance in the entire set-up is the July I date for 
instigation of the new rule. 
Any subscriptions renewed this 
week can be made without the request. But, beginning Mon­ 
day, all FPO renewals MUST include the serviceman's written 
request.

I doubt if I fired more than 20 
rounds in the entire 7 months I 
was overseas. 
My engineer 
job 
included keeping the ship in good 
in flight. 
Our plane 
had so much hard luck I was al­ 
ways fixing something whenever 
there was any action. 
“We considered oui selves lucky 
on those trips over the Alps if 
only one motor was out. 
Even 
two wasn’t surprising and 
more 
than once three motors conked out. 
Those were the times our 
hair 
would rise and we’d wonder if we’d 
ever see home again. 
“ I sometimes thought our crew 
had cat’s lives for we made eight 
emergency landings and were shot 
down twice. 
Vet none of the crew 
from start to finish were casual­ 
ties, though a couple of us had near 
misses when shrapnel hit our flak 
suits and helmets. But we all fin­ 
ished the 12 missions together. 


Reported dead 


“One of the unusual trips was 
one time when we were reported 
dead by other crews, yet were in 
the same room at the time. 
It 
seems our piano had been badly 
hit in a raid over Moosberaum the 
oxygen supply was shot out, and 
the radio was dead as far as send­ 
ing goes. 
We had to drop alti­ 
tude immediately and head off in 
th( 
distance, swerving from our 
bomb route. 
“ We could hear the other crews 
talking among themselves describ­ 
ing our ship going down and away 
As we passed over one 
mountain 
the other crews reported a terrific 
explosion and thought us dead. We 
hurried back to base and 
sitting in the briefing room when 
in came the other crews. 
We sat 
back while they reported our ship 
had gone down in flames, stating 
we were probably all killed. 
We 
got quite a laugh out of it when 
they saw us sitting there, but they 
were too glad to see us to care. 
A close one 


of us were so geared we forgot a ll, couple of the boys lived 
about K id d in g the poor guy. 
“I wish I knew how much equip­ 
ment we had to throw overboard 
on the return trip in order to cross 
the Alps. 
We always had to fly I something 
20,000 feet to get above the moun­ 
tains and many a time, with I or 
2 motors gone, there’d be doubt 
as to whether we’d make it. 
We’d 
bomb at 25,000, sustain damage ne­ 
cessitating lower altitude, and then 
have to start tossing over things 
we could to make the plane light­ 
er. 
“There was always plenty of am ­ 
munition aboard and that 
would 
rate an early priority. 
Then ev­ 
erything else, except personal be­ 
longings, but never the guns. 
It 
was a court martial offense 
to 
throw flak suits or guns overboard 
unless the reason was plenty good. 
“The only time we threw 
too 
much was once when out the win­ 
dow went the flak suits. 
In times 
of stress you tend to grab ev­ 
erything th a t’s loose. 
It just so 
happened that a colonel in another 
plane had also 
tossed 
verboten 
equipment odt, which saved 
our 
court m artial, for he still had 500 
gallons of gas left when he land­ 
ed.

their attack. I was on watch from 
8 to 12, upon the bow as lookout. 
The task force in the harbor had 
warned us to expect trouble and 
kept dropping 
flares 
and 
star 
shells over the bay. 
“About ten-thirty I noticed two 
boats about a mile away, trying 
to get out of the light of the flares. 
I reported them in the same in­ 
stant another lookout and 
radar 
did. 
I had glasses and could see 
men standing in the sterns of both 
boats. 
We all knew they 
were 
Japs but no one was scared. 
It 
was too late for that. 
“General quarters was sounded 
and about half an hour later we 
picked them up with radar again 
and went after them. It was very 
dark but you could see the boats 
in the water only a few hundred 
yards away. 
They 
turned 
the 
searchlight on one and instead of 
skooting away he came straight for 
us. 
‘ The Japs have several sizes of 
suicide boats and this was a med­ 
ium one. We fired everything we 
had at it but it still kept coming. 
It had a nice cabin on it and Jap 
figures on the bow. 
I would say 
it was about 20 or 25 feet long. 
“Finally it caught fire and stop- 
i ped moving. 
I saw one Jap flam­ 
ing all over. He was wounded but 
he rolled out of the boat and tried 
to swim away. A few seconds la­ 
ter it blew up. 
There were four 
or five Japs in it and they were all 
killed. 
Plenty of others 
“While this was going on 
we 
were also shooting at three others 
within a hundred yards of us. All 
together we sank or destroyed two 
for sure and Pue probable. 
There 
were about 20 suicide boats out that 
night, but none did any damage. 
We sank five of them, more than 
any other ship. 
“Just as it got daylight we spot­ 
ted another one hightailing it for 
home. 
We started after him but 
a Jap five inch gun changed our 
minds. 
We decided to let some­ 
one else get him. 
“Every night the 
Jap 
planes 
would come over. 
I saw a couple 
shot down near by but most of the 
time they were shot down before 
they got very close. We didn’t fire 
at the planes because we didn’t 
want to give away our position. 
“At night we could see the fight­ 
ing going on ashore. The marines 
used flame throwers very effective­ 
ly. 
Now in port 
“At last we are in 
dry-dock. 
That’s what we've been waiting all 
these weeks for. If my hopes come 
true, I’ll see Josh, Charlie, 
Mr. 
Kirby and Lawrence Kolze in the 
next few days. They are all here 
in the Marianas. 
A couple more 
invasions and we’ll start back, too. 
“You people at home can’t un­ 
derstand the strain we have to go 
through in tombat. 
For 
three 
weeks I had to sleep with my 
clothes on and life jacket handy. 
We knew the Japs were there and 
all we could do was wait, wait, 
wait. 
One night we went through 
an air raid with fifty five thous­ 
and gallons of gasoline on board. 
If a bomb had ever hit us I doubt 
if anyone would have lived.”
